Clear weather and brilliant 
sunshine the past few days 
make seem unreal Sierra Ma- 
dre’s nightmares of flood wa¬ 
ters and debris— 

But not to those residents 
who stare daily at banks and 
mounds of mud where their 
gardens were, whose picture- 
window views are of sand-bag 
barricades reinforced with 
posts, house doors and plywood 
panels, and who are living in 
a dust bowl stirred up by un¬ 
welcome sightseers. 

These residents from flood- 
vulnerable areas in the City 
sent their representatives to 
City Hall Friday night and Sat¬ 
urday morning for a series of 
meetings with City councilmen, 
the city attorney and city engi¬ 
neer, to state immediate flood 
protection needs in their areas. 

Most repeated request from 
the apprehensive citizens was 
for sufficient stand - by road 
equipment, mostly bulldozers, 
some skip-loaders, to be in po¬ 
sition at critical points at first 
storm warnings. 

The City gave assurance that 
such equipment would be avail¬ 
able on that basis, equipment 
from the County Road Depart¬ 
ment as well as that hired by 
the City. 

Among other requests relative 
to future storms were for emer¬ 
gency lighting, a survey by a 
competent engineer of critical 
areas and recommendations for 
damage prevention, and for a 
warning communications sys¬ 
tem. 

Lima St. residents re-entered 
vigorously their plea to have 
the crown removed from the 
street above Grand View. They 
were told this could not pos¬ 
sibly be accomplished at the 
present time.

The Lions Club to a man lined up this week in support of the 
municipal swimming pool project which will reach a climax 
Feb. 16 when citizens cast their votes in the $90,000 pool bond 
election. 

And more than this, the Lions Club membership voted unani¬ 
mously to renew the club's donation of $1000, specifying that it 
is to be expended for a water heating unit. 

The $1000 was first ear- starting within 12 months, 
marked for the then young In announcing the gift re¬ 
swimming pool movement in newal, Frank Barbour, Civic 
November, 1952, with the gift Affairs chairman of the Lions 
contingent upon construction Club, acknowledged the delica¬ 
cy of a situation in which a 
swimming pool is being consid¬ 
ered while the city and many 
residents are computing flood 
damage to their properties. 
Must Look to Future 
“But,” he commented, "fam¬ 
ilies and communities alike 
have their emergencies. They 
find they still must look to the 
future and carry on with pre¬ 
viously laid plans of value to 
that future." 

Another spokesman for the 
Lions Club said: 

"This proposed pool should 
not be regarded as a luxury but 
as an important step toward 
solving the recreational prob¬ 
lems of the youth of the city. 
We are highly pleased with the 
pool prospect, its location in 
City park and the redevelop¬ 
ment of the park and all its 
facilities.” 

The committee of swimming 
pool supporters who are hold¬ 
ing daily neighborhood “kaffee 
klatches” to provide detailed 
information to voters is headed 
by Mrs. Gifford Eastwood. The 
committee recognizes that cost 
to the taxpayer is of vital in¬ 
terest and points out that to 
the owner of a home ASSESSED 
at $3000 the increase in his 
present city tax rate would be 
10 cents per hundred valuation, 
amounting to $3 per year for 
approximately 10 years. 

Less Than Beach Trip 
“This is less than a cent a 
day,” a committee member 
points out, “or,” she says, “look 
at it this way. The yearly cost 
to a person with a home of that 
assessed valuation is LESS than 
the cost of a trip to the beach 
with its traffic hazards and 
risks connected with ocean 
swimming.” 

The $90,000 proposed bond 
issue is for a 40 by 120-foot 
pool and other improvements 
in City park. Cost of the pool 
has been estimated by recog¬ 
nized commercial pool builders 
at $10 per square foot or $48,- 
000. Bath houses required for 
a pool this size are estimated 
at $20,000. Other expenses will 
be fencing, an amphitheater in 
the park and relocation of some 
of the park facilities. A master 
plan for this has been provided 
the City by S. Jacques Hahn, 
local landscape architect. 

Eight Weeks to Build 
Specifications for the pool 
would be prepared under the 
supervision of the City engi¬ 
neer and bids advertised for 
two weeks. The low bid of a 
qualified bidder would be ac¬ 
cepted. Eight weeks is esti¬ 
mated for construction, promis¬ 
ing possible use of the pool 
this year. 

The pool would be operated 
by the City, formation of a 
Parks and Recreation depart¬ 
ment seen as a likelihood to 
consolidate supervision. Admis¬ 
sion charges would be consist¬ 
ent with those of the surround¬ 
ing area. It is understood that 
a well-operated pool can be 
close to self-sustaining. 

Every thought has been given 
to the aesthetic aspect of the 
pool and park development. 
Mariposa St. residents’ view 
will be of a tree - shadowed 
wall, the rear of the bath¬ 
houses, which likewise will pro¬ 
vide a sound-shield. 

There will be off-street park¬ 
ing but whether on the Mari¬ 
posa or Hermosa street side of 
the park has not been deter¬ 
mined. A narrow strip of stall 
parking is regarded as more 
desirable than a parking lot. 

The pool dressing rooms will 
be open at the top so that the 
sun can help keep the floors 
dry and germ-free.

Valois Urges

"If Sierra Madreans fail to 
pass the $90,000 swimming pool 
bond issue when they go to 
the polls Feb. 16, it may be an¬ 
other five years before the proj¬ 
ect can be revived,” Dr. Milton 
Valois warned members of the 
Kiwanis club Tuesday. Valois 
is school district representative 
on the City Recreation Commis¬ 
sion, the recommendations of 
which have been followed in 
locating the proposed pool in 
City Park and in plans for re¬ 
design of the park. 

“Six years ago,” he continued, 
“a bond issue for the pool 
failed because no decision could 
be reached as to location. “The 
present plan for pool and park 
is the result of careful research 
over a period of several months 
and will provide matchless, 
healthful recreation for chil¬ 
dren” 

Dr. Daniel D’Arcy urged Ki¬ 
wanians to wire their represen¬ 
tatives in Washington urging 
immediate action on Governor 
Knight’s request for Federal al¬ 
location of flood prevention 
funds for immediate use. R. 
Merritt Baker explained that 
Western Union in Pasadena 
had on file a selection of 12 
telegrams for individuals to di¬ 
rect to Washington Tuesday 
night to provide a barrage in 
Washington yesterday. 

Two new members were in¬ 
ducted by Robert H. Green, edu¬ 
cation chairman, at Tuesday’s 
luncheon meeting. They are 
James H. Wolfe, owner of 
Youngland, who had been a 
member in Charleston, W. Va., 
and Ed Jenkinson, publisher of 
the NEWS, former member in 
Lancaster, Calif.

City authorities made pre¬ 
liminary arrangements this 
week to retain the services as 
Public Works administrator 
Glenn B. Watson, former Ar¬ 
cadia city engineer, now re¬ 
tired. The action will be for¬ 
malized at the Feb. 9 meeting 
of the City Council. 

“The purpose is two-fold in 
retaining the counsel for sev¬ 
eral months of this eminently 
qualified engineer,” said a 
councilman. 

“In addition to coordinating 
the Street and Water depart¬ 
ments during the present flood 
emergency, Mr. Watson also 
will be called upon to advise 
the City regarding recommen¬ 
dations for extension and im¬ 
provement of the City’s water 
system,” he said. 

The recommendations are 
contained in the November, 
1953, water system report pre¬ 
pared for Sierra Madre by 
James M. Montgomery, consult¬ 
ing engineer in Pasadena. 
Montgomery’s recommendation 
calls for adding to and improv¬ 
ing the water system at the 
present time at an estimated 
cost of $280,700. 

Of Mr. Watson, who has 
served the City of Sierra Madre 
as consultant on occasion in 
the past several years, Attorney 
Noren Eaton, former City coun¬ 
cilman, had this to say: 

“I like his practical approach 
to problems and the profes¬ 
sional knowledge he has to 
back it up. He has seen and 
dealt with over a period of 
years the flood and drainage 
problems of the foothill area, 
and he is experienced, as well, 
in municipal operations. 


“In his hands I feel that my 
house and property are as safe 
as they can be.” 

Watson, whose home is in 
Palm Springs, will have tem¬ 
porary quarters in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre. He may be retained on a 
per diem basis although this 
will be determined next week, 
lie retired in 1950 after serving 
as Arcadia city engineer for 
25 years.

When they attended the kick¬ 
off luncheon in the Hollywood 
Roosevelt hotel, they looked 
about them and silently won¬ 
dered if any of the others there 
had had the baby-sitting prob¬ 
lem they did! They also mused 
on the bedlam that would have 
resulted if they had solved the 
problem as one woman did who 
had her child with her. 

On the serious side, Mrs. 
Berkshire tells us that of about 
15 women assembled in the 
large powder room, conversa¬ 
tion revealed that the .Sierra 
Madre three were the only 
women whose families had not 
at some time been saddened by 
polio. 


Governor Goodwin Knight 
appealed to President Eisen¬ 
hower on Jan. 30 for Federal 
emergency funds to avert a 
possible flood and mud slide 
disaster in Sierra Madre, Mon¬ 
rovia and Arcadia and the un¬ 
incorporated community of 
Duarte. 

Prior to this, Sierra Madre 
Mayor Henry F. Korsmeier and 
mayors of the other cities sent 
telegraphed appeals to the Cali¬ 
fornia governor describing 
damage already suffered from 
flood and the forest fire in the 
Federal area. 

With greater damage indi¬ 
cated from future storms, May¬ 
or Korsmeier pointed out, the 
debris basins and dams are 
now filled with silt and debris 
with limited reserve capacity 
to check disastrous results ex¬ 
pected from storms. 

As a direct result of the gov¬ 
ernor’s message to the Presi¬ 
dent, Sierra Madre City Admin¬ 
istrator R. Merritt Baker was 
called upon early this week by 
public safety officers from the 
Federal Civil Defense Adminis¬ 
tration office in Berkeley for an 
estimate of expense already in¬ 
curred by County and City and 
that anticipated in future heavy 
rains. 

Costs Estimated 

Paul Baumann of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, Flood Control District offi¬ 
cer, estimated for Baker an out¬ 
lay to date of $100,000 in the 
Bailey Canyon debris basin and 
of $120,000 in the Sierra Madre 
Canyon dam and expenditures 
in Ruby Canyon and Saw Pit 
wash of $85,000. Beumann es¬ 
timates future costs at $150,000, 
making a total of $455,000. 

Los Angeles County road 
commissioner estimates an out¬ 
lay to date of $15,000 and the 
City of Sierra Madre’s estimated 
cost to date is $15,000. 

A "flood" of telegrams was 
to be seat to President Eisen¬ 
hower Tuesday night by appre¬ 
hensive Sierra Madre, Arcadia 
and Monrovia residents asking 
funds for immediate protection 
from flood damage. 


Speedy Scouts Cover 
City in House-to-House 
Flood Letter Delivery 

Within two and a half hours 
Saturday morning Cub Scouts, 
Boy Scouts and Explorers had 
blanketed Sierra Madre in the 
distribution of a Special Citi¬ 
zens committee plea to fellow- 
citizens to write letters to Fed¬ 
eral and State legislators and 
County Flood Control district 
authorities, during immediate 
flood control aid. 

The fast-paced delivery cam¬ 
paign was under the "general¬ 
ship” of Mt. Wilson District Boy 
Scout Commissioner Leon Jen¬ 
kins. Approximately 50 boys, 
one dog named “Ike” (mascot 
of Troop 3’s Panther patrol) 
Scout Leaders and committee¬ 
men participated. 

When the hard-working boys 
and men wound up the opera¬ 
tion at noon In City park they 
were served cider and dough¬ 
nuts by the Kiwanis Club un¬ 
der the chairmanship of Charles 
A. Skutt.

Both of Sierra Madre’s police 
patrol cars were out of commis¬ 
sion for a short time Sunday 
due to an accident to one in the 
afternoon and fire damage to 
the other that night. Chief of 
Police Gordon G. McMillan bor¬ 
rowed a patrol car from Arca¬ 
dia for a couple of hours until 
one of the cars could be put 
back into service. 

The accident occurred in mid- 
afternoon at the intersection of* 
New York and Roosevelt in Al- 
tadena when the patrol car 
driven by Officer A. E. Mazzuca 
collided with a car driven by 
L. R. Stansbury, age 81, of Pas¬ 
adena. The police car over¬ 
turned and crashed through a 
heavy metal railing into a deep 
storm drain on the northwest 
comer. It then caught fire. 

Officer Mazzuca, who was 
enroute to the Altadena sher¬ 
iff’s office to pick up loud 


speaker equipment, was unin¬ 
jured. Mrs. Stansbury, a pas¬ 
senger in her husband’s car, 
was treated fot an ear injury 
at St. Luke hospital. 

The loud speaker equipment 
was needed in the north sec¬ 
tion of Sierra Madre where 
leisurely-driving Sunday sight¬ 
seers were plagueing residents 
and interfering with street de¬ 
partment and flood control 
workers who were clearing mud 
from flood areas. 

The other police car was be¬ 
ing filled with gasoline Sun¬ 
day night at 8 o’clock, at the 
City yards when fire started 
under the dashboard, burning 
out the wiring. Officer William 
Mackie said the fire had burned 
itself out by the time the Vol¬ 
unteer Fire Department arrived. 

The patrol car involved in the 
Altadena collision was towed 
to the Carl Hansen garage for 
the extensive repairs required. 


City School Parents Advised 
Of Storm Emergency Plans 


Spreading Basins Take 
Big Santa Anita Flow 

Between the hours of 5:20 
p.m. Tuesday and 12:20 p.m. 
yesterday the Sierra Madre 
spreading basins received 37.96 
acre feet of water at a rate of 
26 cubic feet per second from 
the Big Santa Anita Dam by 
order of the County Flood Con¬ 
trol district. The total water re¬ 
ceived could be valued at $500, 
according to Carl Rees, assist¬ 
ant superintendent of the wa¬ 
ter department.- 

Last time the Sierra Madre 
spreading grounds received wa¬ 
ter from Big Santa Anita was 
Jan. 16, 1953. 


Big Tim Basil told a city 
councilman that after he 
got his share of flood damage 
be was so enraged he'd have 
chewed out on sight Just about 
any councilman, city official, 
flood control district expert or 
U.S. Forest service man that he 
had encountered. We even sus¬ 
pect that he was mad at Some¬ 
one higher up. 

But he got to thinking it 
over, he says, and told his wife: 

‘No sense in grousing. Got a 
choice of three things to do 
about the mud: Just get out the 
hose and hose it off, get out 
the shovel and shovel it away 
or Just sit back and wcdtll it 
d-r-i-e-s up."! 


While the rainy season and 
contingent flood hazards con¬ 
tinue, parents of City Elemen¬ 
tary school children are advised 
to keep informed as to, school 
plans which will be broadcast 
over Radio Stations KWKW and 
KFI starting at 6:30 a.m. 

If storm threats make it ad¬ 
visable to keep school children 
at home announcements will be 
made to that effect. If during 
the day the school is to be 
closed because of an impend¬ 
ing storm, the same radio sta¬ 
tions will carry this informa¬ 
tion. 

In the latter case children 
will be released only to their 
parents or to persons present¬ 


ing the parents’ written permis¬ 
sion. In extreme cases where 
children can not be called for 
at once, they will be cared for 
at the school, the school au¬ 
thorities say. Adequate food 
supplies are on hand for as 
many as 600 children for sev¬ 
eral meals. 

The school bus will not pick jan. 28.

Board of Supervisors recently 
passed a resolution introduced 
by Supervisor Herbert C. Legg, 
first district, setting up a Los 
Angeles County Forest and Wa¬ 
tershed Protective and Rehabi- 
lation commission. A City coun¬ 
cilman from each of the foot¬ 
hill cities will be among the 
commission members. 

Supervisor Legg has visited 
Sierra Madre on two occasions 
recently in a survey of flood 
damage, following the water¬ 
shed fire, expressing to City of¬ 
ficials his personal interest in 
the situation and his assurance 
that “every effort is being made 
to alleviate future damage.” He 
also remarked that “all avail¬ 
able equipment is being pressed 
into use from all county de¬ 
partments.” 

Long-Range Protection 

His introduction of the reso¬ 
lution is a continuation of his 
drive for a more effective long- 
range program of fire protec¬ 
tion in the mountain areas of 
Los Angeles county and in¬ 
creased flood protection for the 
foothills communities. 

The mid-winter forest fires 
which raged in the San Gabriel 
mountains and denuded the 
mountains and canyons of pro¬ 
tective cover and the heavy 
floods resulting from the re¬ 
cent rains have clearly illus¬ 
trated the need for a long- 
range program, Legg pointed 
out. 

"The actual cost of fighting 
forest fires is great,” Legg de¬ 
clared, “while the cost of a 
good, sound program of fire 
prevention is much less expen¬ 
sive to the taxpayer.” 

Echoes Mendenhall Views 
The above statement is simi¬ 
lar to that made by Angeles 
Forest Supervisor Mendenhall 
when he spoke here Jan. 10 al 
the Thanksgiving service in 
City Park. He stated that, dud 
to Federal economy, forest per¬ 
sonnel “is cut to the bone” dur¬ 
ing the winter season, thereby 
greatly increasing the fire haz¬ 
ard. It was some time after the 
fire was first reported before 
the skeleton forest crew was 
mobilized sufficiently to be ef¬ 
fective in fighting the fire, he 
said. 

Legg says further in his state¬ 
ment : “Any effective plan 
which we adopt must be a co¬ 
operative one with Federal and 
State agencies having a respon¬ 
sibility in the area. Neverthe¬ 
less, we in Los Angeles county 
must take the lead in adopting 
a conservation program.”

should fight for those plans so 
forcefully that we won’t have 
to settle for a little debris basin 
in Bailey Canyon. With our 
population and the population^, 
south, east and west of us 
growing every week, we need 
real protection. 

Oh, by the way—don’t ever 
blame the Jenkinsons for any¬ 
thing said in this column. This, 
like a letter to the editor, is the 
expression of one outsider’s 
opinions, and you are all free 
to correct me at any time. 

Last word: If we only had 
those gates this column sug¬ 
gested at the entrances to our 
city, we could charge all the 
flood-sightseers two bits a head 
—which is all they’re worth— 
and make the city rich. 


A few weeks ago some of our 
realtors were complaining that 
there was practically no move¬ 
ment of real estate in Sierra 
Madre. But the flood surely 
moved a lot of it in a hurry. 
Many a resident found a ton 
or more of fine topsoil deliv¬ 
ered free right on his curb, or 
even on his porch. 

I don’t for a minute doubt 
that the Supervisors, Assembly, 
men, Congressmen and other 
County, State and National of¬ 
ficers most concerned will 
strongly urge that steps be 
taken to insure us against fu¬ 
ture fires and floods. If they 
didn’t they would arouse the 
resentment of a lot of voters— 
and, after all, the money won’t 
come out of their pockets. So 
I feel perfectly safe in predict¬ 
ing that in future Sierra Madre 
shall be better safeguarded 
against both fire and flood 
than it ever has been before. 
All we need for that is an ade¬ 
quate force in the Forest Serv¬ 
ice, the year around, and a few 
adequate storm drains where 
they will do the most good. 

If some of those now awak¬ 
ened to our dangers had paid 
heed to the warnings of Bill 
Mendenhall, County Flood Con¬ 
trol and the Army engineers 
long ago, we wouldn’t have 
had any trouble this winter. 
But after our previous floods it 
seems that even the Planning 
Commission soon forgot and let 
people build houses in natural 
water courses. 

The Army Engineers made 
some plans years ago which 
would have given us greater 
protection, but their budget was 
cut so they could not carry 
them out. This time they 
should make plans looking for¬ 
ward for years, and then all of 
our elected representatives, in 
County, State and Washington,

It is 
fantastic that in the past 50 
years automobiles have killed 
almost twice as many Ameri¬ 
cans as have been killed in all 
this nation’s wars. 

The solution to this problem 
may well be more difficult than 
that of finding the scientific 
answers to smallpox, diphthe¬ 
ria, or other fatal infections.

Tells Bright Side 

The once dreaded smallpox 
has almost disappeared in this 
country because of vaccination. 
Immunization against diphthe¬ 
ria has placed this disease far 
down the line from the once 
prominent position it occupied 
as a child-killer. Better sanita¬ 
tion practices have, year by 
year, reduced death and suffer¬ 
ing caused by typhoid fever 
and other enteric diseases.

Light’s 75th 
Jubilee Noted 
By Edison Co.

Since the turn of the century 
this county, along with most 
others, has steadily advanced 
toward the goal of better pub¬ 
lic health. 

The total number of cases of 
reportable diseases for 1953 in 
Los Angeles county declined 
almost 12 per cent from the 
previous year. The three com¬ 
municable diseases most fre¬ 
quently reported in the county 


Some time between 10 and 11 
o’clock the morning of Jan. 28. 
somewhere in the United States, 
the 50,000,000th electric service 
meter vyas connected for a new 
home. During that hour 62 new 
meters were put in service in 
new homes in the territory 
served by the Southern Califor¬ 
nia Edison Company, and one 
of them was in the Monrovia 
district, according to Carl O.

This is in commemora¬ 
tion of the 75th anniversary on 
Oct. 21 of Thomas A. Edison’s 
invention in 1879 of the first 
practical incandescent lamp.

In recognition of this nation¬ 
wide event, and the possibility 
that one of the new meters in¬ 
stalled in a home on the Edi¬ 
son system may be the 50,000,- 
000th meter, Mr. Wedberg will 
present this new customer with 
an electric clock. Recipients of 
the 50,000,000th meter gift in 
this district will be Mr. and 
Mrs. Louie W. Horstman, 5059 
Sereno Dr., Temple City. 

“In the 75 years since the in¬ 
vention of Edison’s lamp, elec¬ 
tric service has been brought to 
practically every American 
family,” Mr. Wedberg said. 

In 1902, about six billion 
kilowatt hours of electricity 
were produced in the United 
States. Forty years later, in 
1942, total generation by all 
sources had reached 233 billion 
kilowatt hours, 39 times the 
early figure. And at the begin¬ 
ning of Light’s Diamond Jubi¬ 
lee year, annual production of 
power by all sources is at more 
than twice the rate of 1942— 
passing the half-trillion marie 
500 billion kilowatt hours a 
year. 


One thing is indeed certain 
—the solution will not be the 
result of a medical or engineer¬ 
ing discovery of a few men. 
The past year could well serve 
as a constant reminder that the 
solution to the traffic slaugh¬ 
ter problem, if there is one, 
must be worked out by all 
of us.

The event, sponsored by the 
Council on Dental Health of the 
Second District Dental Society, 
was part of national campaign 
of the American dental profes¬ 
sion designed to combat the 
problem of dental disease in 
children of pre - school and 
school age.

federal taxes. 

Other "good news” for tax¬ 
payers during 1953 included: 

Aid paid to the needy levelled 
off, the $11,399,949 total aid 
paid in the county for October 
comparing with $11,602,546 for 
January, 1953. This combines 
aid to the needy aged, blind, 
dependent children, and gen¬ 
eral county indigents. 

Statewide, payments for the 
four kinds of relief in Califor¬ 
nia for October totalled $27,- 
540,034, compared with $27,832,- 
881 for January, 1953, despite 
population increase. 

Population of the county in¬ 
creased 18.3 per cent since the 
April 1950 census, with Janu¬ 
ary 1954 population estimated 
at 4,912,400 compared with the 
•4,151,687 census figure. 

Statewide, population is up 
15.7 per cent since the 1950 
census, the 12,244,290 estimate - 
for California at Jan. 1, 1954, 
showing an increase of 1,650,- ~ 
067 people over the state’s cen¬ 
sus population of 10,586,223. 

Taxable valuation of property 
is at a new high, the county’s 
assessed value for local tax 
purposes for 1953-54 of $6,663,- 
474,160 comparing with $6,210,- 
468,110 for 1952-53. 

Statewide, taxable values of 
property are at an all - time 
high of $17,170,119,835 for 1953- 
54, compared with $16,107,255 
for last year. 

Cost of living index for No¬ 
vember dropped to 115 from the 
115.4 for October. Cost of living 
index for November is only a 
point higher than the 113.9 for 
January, 1953, based on the re¬ 
vised series, 1947-49 equals 100, 
of the U. S. Department of La¬ 
bor. —

J. A. Dewar of Sierra Madre 
has been named to an 11-mem¬ 
ber advisory committee to work 
with the Pasadena Board of 
Education on plarrs for the sec¬ 
ondary school building pro¬ 
gram. The c o m m i tt e e was 
named by Earl S. Messer, real¬ 
tor, at the invitation of Dr. Ray 
E. Untereiner, president of the 
Board of Education. 

At a meeting last week of 
the board, those attending were 
provided with a 35-page com¬ 
pilation of cost and future en¬ 
rollment figures relative to con¬ 
version of the Pasadena School 
district to a 6-3-3-2 plan.
